ART AND CAPE COD 


Cape Cod, as well as the rest of the eastern seaboard, is praying for rain. A glance 
around the lawn surrounding the Playhouse shows that we need it badly enough. But 
there is one green spot near by—and if you haven’t yet seen it, we do wish you’d stroll 
down through the Gardens. They’re located below the Cinema. Right now the Oc- 
cidental Iris are in bloom, and the stream around the small island is trimmed with 
the tremendous purple and lavender blooms. A few lemon lilies and the occasional 
glint of goldfish add a contrast which immediately catches the eye. 


In the formal gardens adjoining the new building, a separate project has been 
started. Trees and shrubs received from friends of the Arts are being planted in a 
“Memory Garden.” Each planting bears the name of the donor unless he wishes to 
remain anonymous. Already several have contributed to it, including Gertrude Law- 
rence, Mrs. Henry K. McHarg, T. Sherburne Howes, Mrs. Arthur Johnson and Mrs. 
Jacob Cox. 


Rumors emanating from the new building have it that July 21st will mark the 
opening of the Art Gallery. The first showing will feature etchings, photographs, 
lithographs and sculpture. By that time the perennials in the new gardens will make 
it a colorful spot, indeed, for afternoon tea. 


Mr. Winslow Davies of Dennis, a trustee of the Raymond Moore Foundation, is 
supervising the majority of the new work. These projects are the first actual shaping 
of the Foundation’s plans for making a comfortable working piace for artists as well 
as a suitable background for the showing of the creations. Mr. Davies explains that 
each artist will transfer his studio and work to the Arts Center for one week. The 
Center audience will participate in the specific art directly by watching the artist at 
work, and buying his works if they are for sale. Further interest and attraction will 
be provided by the artist being available for consultation, and providing a free lec- 
ture or discussion group once or twice a week. 


The expansion of the Gardens and the building program is being financed by pat- 
rons of the arts. The upkeep will be augmented by outdoor civic attractions such as 
dog shows and flower shows, with admission charges arranged by each separate or- 
ganization with a percentage to go to the Center in the form of rent. 


The new building will house the art gallery, a service and information room, of- 
fice space, shop corners for art supplies, garden supplies and a music studio section 
of one room with a fireplace, giving the artist a place to work during inclement wea- 
ther. A built-in radio, phonograph and television apparatus, a record library and 
receiving and packing room also are planned. There will be a slat house for exhibi- 
tion of flowers and potted plants. 


Everyone connected with the Cape Playhouse, the Cape Cinema and the Cape 
Playhouse Restaurant (all of which are actually ‘children’ of the Cape Arts Center 
and Gardens) look forward to the official opening. A place which is quiet and af- 
fords every opportunity to relax is always most welcome.

THIS WEEK 


THE AUTHOR 


F. Hugh Herbert was born in England. 
By 1920 he was working in the advertis- 
ing department of Selfridge’s in London. 
However, the glamor of America fasci- 
nated him, and one year he came here 
for a vacation. After that he was more 
anxious than ever to return, and was able 
to shortly after under the immigration 
quota. 

After several years he became a sce- 
nario writer on the Paramount Picture 
lot. In the meantime he had become the 
proud father of two teen-age daughters 
who undoubtedly gave him the necessary 
material to write the popular radio pro- 
gram, “Meet Corliss Archer.” From this 
program he wrote the popular “Kiss and 
Tell,” which opened the door to success. 
Besides other plays, he has written four 
novels and countless magazine articles. 


ON SEA GULLS 


Audiences in the middle west and cen- 
tral states aren’t as exacting as others in 
One aspect. In tonight’s play the effect of 
sea gulls is important to the action of the 
play ...and audiences on Cape Cod are 
too familiar with the real thing. The 
sound effects department did some fancy 
searching before they tracked down a re- 
corded sea gull that didn’t sound like the 
cackling of chickens. The first recording 
we received had combined the sea gulls 
with church bells for some unaccountable 
reason. 

When Mr. Loder arrived, we thought he 
had solved the problem. During the past 
season he zealously guarded in his apart- 
ment the sea gull recording used in the 
New York production. He would have 
brought it with him, had it not dis- 
appeared in spite of the watching. But he 
gave us the necessary information as to 
the whereabouts of another record. 

It seems that in New York there was 
great difficulty too. But the sound ef- 
fects man solved that when he saw a pro- 
duction of “Annie Get Your Gun.” The 
next day he was busily engaged in mak- 
ing a reproduction of the sound used in 
the “Ship Scene” in the second act of the 
Ethel Merman musical. 

These are New York harbor sea gulls 
you're hearing tonight. 


ANOTHER “FIRST” 


Cape Playhouse audiences see a slightly 
different version of “For Love or Money” 
than has ever been performed before. Fol- 
lowing the tradition of the Cape Play- 
house in “firsts,” director Arthur Sircom 
is introducing two of those “hard-to-find” 
actors who can sing as well as act. 

The New York program indicates that 
incidental music was used at times, but 
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never before have there been two talented 
actors like Fay McKenzie and Scott Mer- 
rill playing important supporting roles 
and offering real professional vocalization 
at the same time. 


SHOWCASE 

One often hears of the stage as a show- 
case for talent, but here at the Cape Play- 
house the stage at times is actually a 
showcase for merchandise. The fine prop- 
erties used on most of the sets are loaned 
by dealers and merchants. Through the 
years, they have found that patrons of 
the Playhouse become interested in and 
very often buy some of the pieces tracked 
down by our eager “prop” department.

LOOKING BACK 


Looking through old programs, we found Bette Davis’ name for the first time in the 
second bill of 1929’s summer season. The play was THE GREAT ADVENTURE, and Bette, 
that season, ushered when she wasn’t cast in a play. 


Did you know that the present site of the Cape Playhouse was selected in the fall 
of 1926 because of its geographically central location? The building has, through the 
years since 1790 when it was a meeting house, been a church, a schoolhouse, tinshop, 
slaughter house, blacksmith’s shop and a garage. 


The third bill of the 1938 season starred SYLVIA SIDNEY in PYGMALION. Patrons 
will remember the opening of the 1946 season when Gertrude Lawrence starred in the 
same play, after a very successful revival of it in New York City. 


Ethel Barrymore was our guest this week during 1939. She arrived, completely un- 
heralded, to star in WHITE OAKS. 


John Cecil Holm’s play, THREE MEN ON A HORSE, was produced here in 1936. 
The riotous race horse comedy featured Jack, Sheehan and Richard Carlson. 


Last week during the 1928 season at the Playhouse. marked the first professional ap- 
pearance of Henry Fonda who now needs no introduction to theatre or movie audiences. 
The play was THE BARKER.

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WHO'S WHO 


This week the patrons, staff and management of the Cape Playhouse 
extend their warmest greetings to a returning star and several talented 
newcomers. To renew acquaintances and augment the hasty introductions 
of new faces, here are some interesting facts about the cast of tonight’s 


play. 


JOHN LODER (Preston Mitchell) al- 
ready has had a number of careers— 
military, commercial and theatrical. Edu- 
cated at Eton and Sandhurst—the British 
West Point—he fought in the Gallipoli 
campaign as a British officer. During 
Ludendorf’s last desperate thrust. at 
Amiens, he was captured by the Germans 
and imprisoned for eight months. He went 
back to England, only to be reassigned to 
Germany—this time as Military Attache 
to the British Embassy in Berlin. It was 
here that he made his first film. When a 
business venture which he headed in the 
German capital collapsed along with the 
post-war mark, Alexander Korda cast him 
in the film, “Madame Doesn’t Want Any 
Children.” A young girl named Marlene 
Dietrich was an extra. Returning to his 
native London, he made several films 
which attracted the attention of Jesse 
Lasky. Lasky brought him to this country 
to make the first all-talking picture made 
on the Paramount lot, “The Doctor’s Se- 
cret.” Before he became known in this 
country as the suave hero, he played a 
two-gun totin’ villain in Zane Grey’s 
“Sunset Pass.” Mr. Loder returns to the 
Playhouse after a national tour in “Oh, 
Mistress Mine,’ with Sylvia Sidney—the 
same role which he played here last sum- 
mer opposite Gertrude Lawrence. Be- 
tween film engagements in “How Green 
Was My Valley,’ “Old Acquaintance,” 
“Scotland Yard,” “Dishonored Lady,” and 
many others, he played in the West Coast 
stage productions of “The Silver Cord,” 
and “Tonight at 8:30” with Greer Garson. 
Tonight he is starring in the role which 
he originated on Broadway with great 
success two seasons ago.

As an 
actor he appeared on Broadway in “Joy 
to the World,’ “Family Portrait,’ “You 
Can’t Take It With You,” and the Chicago 
company of “Goodbye Again.” During 
this engagement he played with a young 
actress, Dortha Duckworth, and at the 
end of the run they were married. Since 
1936 he has directed at many summer 
theatres including Cape May; Mount Ver- 
non, N. Y.; Pompton Lakes, N. J.; and 
Germantown, N. Y. He comes to the Play- 
house after a very busy winter of stage 
managing “Leaf and Bough,” ‘‘ Anybody 
Home,” and “Gayden” in New York City.

After several 
seasons of stock experience, she played in
